Club Medal 

Fixed costs: $1,650 dies 

Silver, $2.50 ea. plus spot ($11 on 7/4) 

Gold $30.50 plus spot ($620 on 7/4) 

Bronze $2.50 ea. 

The cost of the die work must be distributed 
among the medals ordered. If we bought 100 
medals, each medal would cost $16.50 plus the 
above figures. If we bought 200 medals the 
fixed costs would be $8.25 per medal 

Today, the cost for 100 medals would be 
Gold medal: $667 
Silver medal $30 
Bronze medal $19 

That price would drop if we ordered more 
medals or if the fixed costs were not assigned 
on a per-medal basis. (For example, fixed costs 
would drop if the club picked up some of the 
die-work costs or if we assigned fixed costs to 
just silver medals, but not bronze ones) 

At the June meeting members indicated they 
would buy 43 bronze medals, 47 silver and 4 
gold medals.
